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Sir: 

A telephone interview was conducted with the Examiner concerning this application 
during the week of September 7, 2009. 

The purpose of the interview was to question what the Examiner meant by the language 
in the Action of 03/16/2009 at page 6, specifically: 

"With regard to alleged superior effects on inhibiting the thrombus formation and 
improving the hypercoagulable state, the alleged superior effect is not claimed as a range or by 
functional language, so Applicant's possible unexpected result is not commensurate with the 
scope of the claimed invention." 

The Examiner spoke with her supervisor and stated that the language in the Action at 
page 6, lines 10-14 as a whole was meant to suggest to Applicants that they file a 
DECLARATION establishing unexpected results. 



It is respectfully submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF
